LUCIEN  BONAPARTE’S  SONS.

Prince  Lucieu  Bonaparte  was  the  best 
of  the  four  sons  of  Lucieu  L  Tbe  others 
made  ihu  stau  s  of  the  church  too  hot  to 
hold  them.  All  had  impetnous,  master¬ 
ful  tempers  and  literary  and  arohaeolog- 
tastes.  In  different  ways  each  con¬ 
trived  to  bleed  the  late  emperor  of  mon¬ 
ey.  They  were  brought  up  at  Muigmuio 
among  the  Etrurian  remains  which 
their  father  diaentem-d  during  more 
than  20  years,  to  the  enrichment  of 
most  of  the  great  museums  of  Europe. 

Pierre  and  Antoine  lived  like  ban¬ 
ditti,  Carrying  off  women  and  shooting 
the  men  who  went  to  stop  or  came  to 
anvst  them.  Pierre  fired  his  final  shot 
at  Victor  Noir,  at  Aufenil.  and  killed 
him.  The  eld*-st.  whom  I  le member  us 
Prince  of  Musiguano,  wa*  married  to  a 
•laughter  of  his  uncle  Joseph.  He  re¬ 
volted  against  the  pope,  was  president 
of  the  Roman  constituent,  and  such  a 
violent  domeatio  tyrant  that  bia  wife 
ran  away  to  Paris  to  supplicate  the  em¬ 
peror  to  protect  her  and  her  son — the 
future  cardinal. 

Tbe  Prince  of  Musignano  met  this  by 
threatening  to  pablish  certain  papers  of 
tha  first  Lucieu  proving  over  and  over 
again  the  dishonor  of  Josephine  and 
Hortense.  Louis  Napoleon  bought  these 
documents  at  his  cousin's  prioe.  The 
death  of  tbe  wife,  Zenaide,  put  an  end 
to  the  feud.  The  late  Prince  Lucien, 
who  obtained  a  civil  list  pension  of 
£250  a  year — about  the  fourth  of  the  en¬ 
tire  fund — figured  in  Paris  during  the 
second  republic  as  an  ultra  Libera).  He 
played  this  card  until  he  got  a  large 
sum  of  money  and  a  seuatorship.  This 
post  was  houorury,  as  he  had  to  live  out 
of  France. 

Antoine,  the  youngest  of  the  four 
brothers,  led  a  charmed  life.  His  life 
was  sp.'ired  by  the  pope  at  the  supplica¬ 
tion  of  Lady  Dudley  Stuart  and  her 
mother.  The  papal  government  banished 
him,  and  he  went  to  Greece,  where  he

Teachlnc  Them  English. 

The  simple  and  effective  method  of 
teaching  English  to  the  children  of  Ital¬ 
ians,  Portuguese,  Polish  and  German, 
Jews  used  in  the  north  end  schools  of 
Boston  might  profitably  be  adopted  by 
other  cities  which  are  obliged  to  face 
the  fact  that  within  their  borders  are 
thousands  of  foreign  children  who  know 
nothing  of  the  customs,  institutions  or 
language  of  this  country.  ‘A  writer  In 
the  Boston  Transcript  thus  describes  the 
method ; 

The  children,  within  a  few  days  after 
their  arrival,  are  sent  to  the  public 
schools,  as  a  rule  without  compulsion, 
and  here  they  are  first  of  all  taught  the 
English  language.  It  ia  done  by  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  object  lessons.  The  teachers  in 
the  elementary  rooms  are  young  women, 
as  men  would  not  be  patient  enough  to 
accomplish  the  best  results. 

The  teacher  may  point  to  her  eye  and 
say.  "This  is  my  eye,  ”  repeating  it  sev¬ 
eral  times  and  requiring  the  pupils  to 
repeat  it  in  unison.  Other  portions  of 
the  body  are  pointed  out  in  a  similar 
tae  room  are  in  the  same  way  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  children. 

Later,  when  they  have  made  sufficient 
progress  in  the  language,  it  beoomes  de¬ 
sirable  to  teach  the  different  tenses.  To 
accomplish  this,  a  boy  or  girl  is  directed 
to  run  slowly  round  the  room,  When  the 
teacher  and  children  say  in  unison, 
"That  boy  is  running,  ’’  repeating  the 
sentence  several  times.  Tbe  boy  is  then 
told  to  halt,  and  the  teacher  and  pupils 
say  in  unison,  “That  boy  did  run;" 
again,  "That  boy  is  standing  stili," 
"That  boy  can  run,0  "That  boy  is 
walking,"  "That  boy  walks  faat,"4‘I

For  the  office  work,  the 
most  important  work  of  the  jurist,  she 
can  fit  herself  just  us  well  as  man.  As 
counselor  Blie  would  bo  ofteuest  sought 
by  women,  who  have  a  horror  of  coufld- 
ing  their  legal  crosses  and  difficulties  to 
a  lawyer  of  the  sterner  sex.  In  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  drawing  up  briefs,  abstracts, 
deeds,  mortgages,  etc.,  women  can  at¬ 
tain  the  same  facility  as  men. 

In  several  of  the  states  of  the  Union 
women  are  now  eligible  for  admission 
t^  the  bar.  The  enormous  exactions  of 
the  profession  will  prevent  its  ever  being 
crowded  by  tbe  physically  weaker  sex, 
but  those  who  have  a  taste  for  hard 
study,  who  possess  that  power  of  con¬ 
centrated  thought  and  that  clearness  of 
visiou  which  constitute  what  is  called 
the  legal  mind — those  who  ape  willing 
to  work,  and  whose  mental  qualifica¬ 
tions  are  backed  by  robust  physical 
health — need  not  hesitate  to  enter  the

Tack  it  fust ;  tin  u  put 
on  tlie  shirred  outer  covering,  first 
drawing  the  middle  tape  to  til  und  sw¬ 
ing  it  to  the  husket  rim,  so  the  hcudilig 
shall  stand  above  it.  The  bottom  <gie 
u Heiis  simply  to  be  drawn  and  tiodAo* 
the  slo|s-  ot  tlie  husket  will  keep  lt  tiu 
place,  in  tho  double  casings  pot  narrow 
ribbons,  arranging  them  to  draw  on  op¬ 
posite  sides  like  the  strings  of  u  reticle. 
They  close  the  mouth  of  the  hug  formed 
by  tho  upper  part,  which  more  than 
doubles  tlie  basket’s  capacity  and  saves 
its  contents  from  dust,  dirt  and  paying 
eyes.
